THE MEANTIME, THEY CAN BE ADMITTED AS OBSERVERS. AND 
IF THEY SUCCEED, AS WE EARNESTLY HOPE THEY WILL, IN REACHING 
UNITY, WE WILL, NEEDLESS TO SAY, HAVE A SINGLE KOREAN 
NATION REPRESENTED HERE BY A SINGLE DELEGATION. BUT 
IF, UNFORTUNATELY, THE GOAL AT PRESENT BEING SOUGHT IS NOT 
REACHED, THEN WE SHALL HAVE TO BOW TO THE INEVITABLE AND 
ADMIT TWO DELEGATIONS, JUST AS WE HAVE DONE IN THE CASE
